3. EPA Day strategy. The PM reaction on EPA day could 
take several forms, depending on how EPA handles the 
announcement. The international strategy will be different 
than the u.S. strategy no matter what, and may require a more 
intensive effort. Potential domestic responses: 


a. No response. Let TI handle the response in the 
United States. 

b. issue a press release, but don't seek media 
attention; however, respond to any media inquiries. 

c. Full-blown response, seeking out press and other 
media opportunities. 

Another option is to take a low-key approach with the U.S. 
press in any event, while concentrating vour efforts 
internationally. ETS is a completely different issue 
overseas than here, and probably will be an issue for much 
longer, so it may be in your best interests to focus your 
efforts in this direction on EPA day.
